INCE the Return hither of Céunt II- 
lierhafi Chancelior, and M. Huniady Re- 
ferendary of the Court of Hungary, 
Conferences on the Affairs for which the 
Diet was call’d are daily held, in which 
the Grievances of the Nation are particular- 
ly debated, that they may be fent in Wii- 
ting to the Emperour. Some Days ago 8 Male. 
contents were brough: hither Prifoners ; and we re- 
ceiv'd Advice from the Ifland of Schu, that a Fire 
had happen’d in the Quarters of the Regiment of 
Hanover, and confum’d much of their Baggage. 
The 8th came Advice, that the Malecontents having 
fet on fire the little Town of St. George within a 
few Leagues of this Place, 110 Houfes were burnt, 
with the Churches and Convents. One of the E.- 
nemy’s chief Party-Leaders, nam’d Jalper Zandor, 
has deferted to us. "Tis rwmour'd, that the Male- 
contents incline to agree to a Suipenfion of Arms ; 
but feeing they have ofien pretended to the fame 
good Difpofition, without any real Intention, and 
continue to make Preparations of War, we fee no 
Likelihood of bringing them to an Accommodation, 
otherwife than by Force of Arms. F 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated June 1. 
Vienna, May 16. The sith Inftant arriv’d here 
from Presbourg the Count de Siczi, who reports 
that Bothiani one of the chief Leaders of the Maie.

Many of his Men were kill’d, his own 
and his Officers Baggage were taken, as were alfo 
bis Keiledrums, bis Standard and above 200 

orfes, with bis Wife and fome other Prifoners 
Which were carried to Oedenbourg. Berezedi ha- 
Ving rallied with all Expedition his Men that had 
ed, and drawn together thofe of the neighbouring 
Quarters, made feveral Attacks upon our Forces in 
their Retreat, to recover his Wife ; but was every 
‘ime repuls'd. General Heifter return’d to Court 
gerne Morning from Oedenburg. A Courier 
tom Tranfilvania, has brought Advice that all is 
let in that Principality, and reports that ia bis

Vincenzo Gonzaga, the Invcfti:ure of the Imperial 


Fiefs of Sabionetta and Bozzolo ; as being the next 


Heir in Blood to the late Giovanni Francefco Gon- 
zaga, Duke of Sabionetta and Prince’ of Bozzolo. 
The Count de Sclick is to. fet out wishin 3 or 4 
Days for the Mofelie, whither Prince Eugene of 
Savoy will follow him by the 25th or 26th Inftant. 
The Pope has fenta Letter to the Emperour, in 
which he threatens to employ the Spiritual Acms of 


the Church againft bis Imperial Majefty, gnlefs he 


revoke the Order forbidding the {endiag of any Mo- 
ney from the Milaneze tc Rome. But this Court is 
litrle concern'd at thofe Menaces, and heve orderd 
a Deduction to be Printed, fhewing from Authen- 
tick Proofs that the Houfe of auftria and not the 
Roman Pontiff have the lawful Right to the King- 
dom of Naples, and that the preieur Pope has dealt 
unjuftly by thac Honfe.

Venice, May 19. The bad Weather on Whit- 
Sunday, oblig'd our Doge to put off till co Morrow 
the Ceremony of Marrying the Sea; for which great 
Preparations had been made: Yet on Whitfunday 
the Doge gave the afual Peaft with great Magnifi- 
cence. Several Pieces of Velvet and Silks of for- 
reign Manufature, which had been imported con- 
trary fro the Prohibitions, were by Order of our 
Government burnt in the Place of Si. Mark; the 
Senate being defirous to prevent the introducing of 
foreign Luxury, and to incourage our own Manu- 
factures. Letters from Conftaatinople of the 6th 
of April confirm the Accounts we had before of the 
Grand Signior’s Application to fill his Coffets; and 
tell us he has fent to Sea 3 Ships of the firft Rate, 
and 4 of the third, to collec Tribute of rhe Iflands 
in the Archipelago, to convoy the Caravans, and 
to cruife againft the Corfairs ; but affure us he per- 
fifts in his Refolution to maintain Peace with the 
Chriftian Potentates.
